NEW DEVELOPMENTS 

2 New rules for appointment tmd qualifications of 
Secretary under the Companies Act, 1956 

It is a matter of profound satisfaction ihat the 
Government of India, after cuasidering the y-iev/s of 
the Institute, have .prescribed, .the Companies 
(Appointment k Qualifications qC, Sccretaryj .^ules, 
1988 retaining the existing limit of Rs. 25 lakh pa id- 
up capital for compulsory appointme;it oTwhole-time 
secretary under section 38 3A and prescribing pass in 
the Intermediate examination of the Institute as one 
of the qualifications for appointment of a whole-time 
secretary in companies having a paid-up share .ctipi- 
tal of less than Rs. .25 lakhs. vSinuillaneously, the 
Government have also brought into force the amen¬ 
ded sections 2(45) and 383A of the Companies Act, 
with effect from 1 December, 1988. 


ORGANISATIONAL SET UP 
3 Council 

3.1 Elections under new Election Procedure 

As mentioned in the last annual repK.>rt, Company 
Secretaries Regulations, 1982 were amended effective 
from 22 August, 1988 mainly to change the system 
and procedure of election to the Council and the 
four Regional Councils. According to the amend¬ 
ments made; election to the Council and the four 
Regional Councils were conducted under preferential 
system of voting by means of a single transferable 
vote. Tlic Council members for each regional consli- 
tuency were elected by members of the constituency 
only. The members were required to vote only in 
polling booths in the case' of every town or city-pay¬ 
ing atlcast 25 voters within it'- jurisdiction. Limited., 
canvassing was allowed to a candidate to issue one 
circular to voters as per guideliiics specified by the 
Council. According to earlier amendments made to 
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the Regulations, an Election Committee was constitu¬ 
ted for the first time to generally supervise the con¬ 
duct of election and a panel of scrutineers was nomi¬ 
nated by the Council to scrutinise the nominations as 
an additional measure of safety and protection to the 
objectivity of the decision taken and to instil com¬ 
plete coiilidcnce in the election system. 

3.2 Election of Council Members 

The y^^ar term of the second elected Coun¬ 
cil expired on 31 December, 1988. Pursuant to pro¬ 
visions of clau.sc (a) of sub-section (2) of section 
9 of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, the third 
elections to the Council were smoothly held in the 
last quarter of the year 1988 under the amended 
regulations for the first time and the following twelve 
Fellow members were declared as duly elected to the 
Council :

3.6 50th Meeting of the Council 

Ihe liftielh meeting ot the Council of the Institute, 
constituted a.s a statutory body with etfect from 1 
January, 1981, was celebrated by the earlier Council 
as Golden Jubilee meeting on 31 December, 1988 at 
ICSl House, New Delhi. On the occasion, a research 
pubheation brought out by ti.c Western India Re¬ 
gional Council titled 'Registration of Charges’ was 
released. 

4 President and Vice-President 

At the 51st meeting of the Council held on I Jan¬ 
uary, 1989, Shri B. S. Doraiswaniy relinquished the 
ollice of the President. Shri Shyamal Sen was un¬ 
animously elected as President for a period of one 
year from 1 Jajiuary, 1989, At the same meeting, 
Shri D. C. Jain, was unanimously elected as Vice- 
President lor the year 1989. I he Council placed on 
record its appreciation of the valuable contribution 
made by Shri Doraiswaniy as President of the Insti¬ 
tute during the year 1988. 

5 Committees etc,, of the Council 

In accordance with the provisions contained in 
section 17 of the Company Secretaries Act, 1980, the 
Council constituted three standing and four other 
Committees. In addition, the Council constituted a 
Perspective Planning Group and an Advisory Group 
for Manual of Company Secretarial Practice and re¬ 
constituted the Editorial Advisory Board of ‘Char¬ 
tered Secretary’ for the Vol. XIX, Their composition 
is given in Appendix 'A’ to the Report. 

6 Regional Councils and Cliaptcrs 

6.1 Regional Councils 

The term of the second elected Regional Councils 
constituted on 1 January, 1986 for a period of three 
years expired on 31 December, 1988. The third 
elections to ilic four Rcgioiial Councils were held 
ill the last quarter of 1988 siniultaneousiy with the 
elections to the Council. The new Regional Councils 
were duly constituted with effect from 1 January, 
1989 for a penoo of three years. The gist of activitie.s 
prepared from the annual reports of the four Re¬ 
gional Councils for the year 1988-89, is given in 
Appendix ‘B’ to the Report. 

6.2 Chapters 

A new Chapter at Udaipur under the Northern 
India Regional Council and two new Chapters at 
Mangalore and Pondicherry under the Southern India 
Regional Council were opened during the year. Tlie 
Nilgiris Chapter was merged with the Coimbatore 
Chaptgr for idministmtive convenience. With this, 
the- Institute has 34 Chapters duly constituted in 
accordance wih regulation 143 of the Company Secre¬ 
taries Regulation,s, 1982 under the jurisdiction of the 
four Regional Councils. The Chapters continued 
iocaJ uciividcs for the education of students and pro¬ 
fessional development of members. 
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6.3 Meeting with Office Bearers of Regional Coun¬ 

cils and Chapters 

The process of having regular interaction with tiic 
Regional Couiicib and Chapteis was continued by 
having meetings of the office bearers of the Council 
with the ollice bearers of the Regional Councils and 
Chapters during the year under report in each region. 
In addition, a meeting of the President, Vice-lVe,si- 
dent and Secretary with the Chairmen of four Regio¬ 
nal Councils was held in January 1989 to discuss the

The institute has so far brought out eight publica¬ 
tions as part of the Scci'etariai Practice scries, in the 
year 1986, the Council set up an Advisory Group on 
a permanent basis to formulate and implement the 
scheme of bringing out a comprehensive Secretariat 
Practice Manual. The Advisory Group has already 
launched the project and it is proposed to complete 
the ni,mu.script for tne fir.st part of the manual in the 
forthcoming year to be published in June 1990. The 
Advi.sory Group is in the process of sifting various 
materia] relevant for inclusion in the proposed man¬ 
ual.

With the practising side of the professi(jn .stated to 
take off with a .significaiir niomenfuiii in ihe niojidis 
to come, tlie institute ha.s decided to bring out a book¬ 
let explaining the statutory rules governing the code 
of conduct in the year 1989-90. 

10 Research Scheme 

The research scheme on “Private l.imitcd Com¬ 
panies—^Dos and Donts’ has been compieted and the 
study is being finalised for publication in the form 
of a book in tlie year 1989-90 The Guidance Note 
on Signing of Annual Return has already been brou¬ 
ght out for use by members. The research .scheme on 
Industrial Sickness in Small Industrial Sector had to 
bo dropped. The annual report consisting of profit 
and loss account, balance sheet, auditor's report and 
the board’s report being the principal media for an¬ 
alysing the worth of an investment, it was considered 
appropriate to conduct a research study as to how 
far the contents of annual report are intelligible, com¬ 
prehensive and wholesome from the point of view’ of 
uie ordinary investor from the middle and lower in¬ 
come groups. The results of the study would be avail¬ 
able in the year 1989-90. It would also form a basis 
for suitable recommendations to the government for 
simplification and arnendment of the format of an¬ 
nual report. 

11 Promotion of Employment Opportunities 

The retention of the existing limits of paid-up 
share capital of Rs. 2.5 lakhs or more for appoint¬ 
ment of whole-'ime secretary and recognition of 
Intermediate examination for smaller companies have 
improved the emplovmem prospects further, 'fhe 
Regional Councils and major Chanters have been 
requested to supplement and sticngthen die employ¬ 
ment service scheme of the Institute. Durina the 
year, 128 companies were provided with lists of suit¬ 
able members for employment under the employment 
service scheme maintained by the headquarters of 
the Institute. The Institrde has also been fo'lovving

Besides ibis, various 
State Governments have been renucsted to consider 
favourably the inehi.s^on of conpnnv serrrter'cs in ilic 
composition of Consnm t Profeition Ad'isnrv Coun¬ 
cils to be ser up under the Consiim'-r Pj-nfi-cfi-in 'f 
in each State. The Tn\tifutc ha'’ been nnr‘'nin" hs 


ciTorjs with the Central Board of Direct Taxes and 
the Central Board of Excise and Custom-; for accord¬ 
ing certain recognitions to practi.-'ing company secre¬ 
taries. Recognitions were received from Assam 
Industrial Development Corporation, Cuwaliati and 
Delhi Financial Corporation for issuing various eeiti- 
ficates including seaich reporl.s during tlic year under 
report. 

12.2 Recognition for Bank Loan 

The Re.serve Bank of India, Rural Planning and 
Credit Department and the Deposit Insurance & 
Credit Guarantee Corporation have on the basis of 
recommendations recceived from the Indian Banks’ 
Association, agreed to consider applications from 
practising company secretaries for granting loans 
under the category of professionals|selfemploycd 
under priority sector. 

12.3 List of Recognitions Secured 

The recognitions secured for company secretaries 
in practice as well as in employment upto the date 
of this report, npvpcar in Parts 1 & 11 of Appendix ‘F’ 
to the Report. 

13 Seventeenth National Conventictn 

The 17th National Convention of Company Secre¬ 
taries on the theme ‘Changing Profile of the Profes¬ 
sion and Tasks Ahead’ was organised at Hotel 
Ashok, Bangalore from 2 to 4 March, 1989. The 
Convention coincided with the commemoration of the 
birth centenary of Pandit Jawaharlal Nehru, a great 
visiona^, who was in.st.mmcntal in building modern 
industrial India. The Convention attended by nearly 
575 delegates wis inaugurated by Shri G. N. Mchra, 
Secretary, Departments of Public Enterprises and Com¬ 
pany Affairs. Shri C. S. Samuel, President. Brooke 
Bond Ind’a Limited delivered the key-note address. 

14 Ten-year Perspective Plan 

With the experience gained in the las two decades, 
and the .scope for practice and employment in the 
profession promising to touch new horizons, the 
Council thought it appropriate to prepare a compre¬ 
hensive perspective plan for the Insii'ute for the 
next 10 years. The perspective plan would envision 
the role tha*^ the profession is slated to play in flic 
corporate scenario 10 years hence and contain the 
modalities and workouts to achieve the objective. Tbe 
Council has con titiPed a Perspective Planning Group 
which is expected to doeument the Plan " during 
1989-90. 

15 Post-membership Qualification Syllabus Imple¬ 
mentation Committee 

The final report of the Post Membership Svilubus 
Formulation Committee constituted in February 1985 
was submitted to the Council on 31 December 1988 
specifying the c.nir-;.’ contents for four .streams, viz.. 
Tax Management, Industrial & Personnel Mnnaee- 
mciit. Corporate Laws Management and Internal 
Audit & Management Control. The Council acknpvv- 
tedges with gratitude th? efforts put in by the Chair¬ 
man and members of il;c Committee in " formulating 
and finall.sing the report, The Council has since 
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appointed an ImpkmcDtatioa Committee to process 
the recommendations for introducing the four streams 
of examinations. 

16. Internationa] Relations 

16.1 Inteniational Conference of Company Secre¬ 
taries 

At the invitation of the Malaysian Association of 
the Institute of Chartered Secretaries & Adniijiis'ralors 
(MATCSA). nine members of the Institute including 
the VicC'President and Scerc'ary & Exeeutivc Director 
participated from India in the Tnteranticnal Conference 
on “Change & Challenge ; Prcparijig the Corporate- 
Administrator’' held at Kuala Lumpur on 13 Septen- 
her, 1988. The Vice-Piesident of the Institute led 
the Indian delegation. 

16.2 Meeting with the Singapore Association of 

TCSA and Registry of Companies and 
Businesses, Singapore 

The Secretary & E.vc-cutive Director visited Singa¬ 
pore and had a professional interaction with the 
office bearers of the Sing.ipore Association of ICSA, 
at the conclusion of the Conference. At the invita¬ 
tion of Registrar of Companies and Busincssc'^, Singa¬ 
pore, he also visited their office to obtain firs'-hand 
knowledge of the electronic services introduced by 
them for providing efficient and prompt services to 
the companies and general public, 

16.3 Overseas visitors to India 

Mr. Edward Chan, Chairman and Mr, Kamil Dutuk 
Hj, Abd. Rahman, Mony Treasurer of the MAICSA 
vi-sited ICSI House, New Delhi on 4 November. 1988 
and had useful exchange of views on professional 
development and growth in botli the countries with 
the Secretary and other head.s of depart¬ 
ments of the Institute. The British Oxygen 
Group' Secretaries from Austialia, Bangladesh, 
Malaysia, Pakistan, U.K. and U.S.A. accompanied by 
their Indian Group Secretaries visited the ICSI House, 
New Delhi on 20 February, 1989. The President 
made an audio visual presentation on the hi.story, 
development and growth of the Ins'itutc. Later, 
fruitful interaction was held between the visitors and 
the representatives of the Institute. 

Registration of Students and Students Services 

17 Registration of students 

During the year under report 1058^’ ‘.tudenfs were 
registered by the In'^tilufe as against 8319 students 
during the previous year. The number of students 
whose registration was current at <hc end. of the year 
wa.s 51,459 including those whose registration was 
extended under regnlativvn 21(3). A statement on 
the growth of regis'ered students Us well as these 
who have completed the Intermediate and Final 
exaniinafions is given as Appendix 1"’ to the Report. 
The increa-e in students has been possible due to 
massive career counselling programmes held by the 
Insti ute directly and through its Regional Councils 
A’ Chapters, in various colleges and through Door- 
darshan, newspapers and periodicals. 
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18 Syllabi and Coaching 

18.1 Discontinuance of examinations under the 

old syllabus 

The last Intermediate examination under old sylla¬ 
bus was conducted in June 1989, The last Final 
examination under old syllabus will be held m 
December, 1990. 

18.2 Updating of study material for old syllabus 

The study material relating to Economic Legislation, 
Secretarial Practice (relating to o'her laws) 'and 
Taxation subjects of the fin-al course under old 
syllabus have been revised and updated Sugctsled 
answers have also been updated incorporating various 
amendments in law and procedure and lelcvanr recent 
judicial pronouTicenieii's. A comprehensive and inte¬ 
grated note was prepared on the amendments made 
in ihc Companies Act, 1956 by the Companies 
fAmendment) Ac; 1988 with a view- to update the 
s'udy material on Company Law. Company Secre- 
tarral Practice and other allied subjects to serve all 
students of Intermed't'te and Final course*; under 
old as well as new sjlLibus. 

18-3 Updating of .study material for new .syllabus 

A thorough revision of s’udy m.atcrlal of maicr 
subjects for new syllabus was carried out during the 
year. The revision for the remaining subjects along- 
wilh preparation of suggested answers f the revi¬ 
sed test papers, is in proc'css and expected to be 
completed in 1989-90. The Companies (Amend¬ 
ment) Act. 1988 and the notifications issued there¬ 
under have been .suitably incorporated in llic revised 
shidy- material. The study material has eeneraHv 
been welcomed and found to be very in'oful by 
students. 

18.4 Translation of .study material and suggested 
answer,s in Hindi, 

In view of popular demand from .students in U'tar 
Pradesh, Bihar, .Vladhva Prade.sh, Rajasthan. Har¬ 
yana, Punjab and Delhi the rpatter regarding transla¬ 
tion of some of the existing study material and 
sugge.stcd answers in Hindi is under consideration. 

18.5 Preparation of Guideline Answers 

The guideline an.swers for the June and Decem¬ 
ber. 1988 examinations, both under old and nev,^ 
syllabi, were brought out within tl’c time frame, for 
the benefit of students. 

18.6 Coaching 

All the .students registered dnrin^Lthc vear were 
enrolled for postal lui'ion. In all f; 13,163 response 
sheets were received, got evaluated and returned to 
the students during the year, A 'otal number of 
13.669 coaching completion ccrlificalcs were issued 
during the year under report. 

18 7 Library Facilities 

During the year, books worth Rs. 1.91.510 were 
added to the Headquarters!Rcmonal CouncilslChar;- 
ters libraries on various subjects in law, finance and 
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management areas. Pursuant to the libiary polky 
fonni5ate<i in the year 1986, a scheme Imown as 
Chapter Library Assistance Scheme has been framed 
to provide library facilities at Chapters has-jng no 
library at all and improve library facilities at Chapters 
where library facilities were inadequate. This has 
been done with a view to ensure that all Chapters have 
a library within a span of five years from the date of 
commencement of the policy. Under the scheme. 
Chapters are required to contribute 25 per cent of 
the cost. Thirteen Chapters which availed the 
scheme during the year were supplied with one steel 
almirah and two sets of hooks for each subject of 
the Preliminary, Intermediate and Final examina¬ 
tions of the Institute under the new syllabus at an 
estimated cost of Rs. 12,000 per Chapter. It is pro¬ 
posed to extend the library facilities to the remaining 
Chapters in the year 1989-90 so that minimum library 
facilities are available in all Chapters. The proposal 
to establish libraries in collaboration with Collegesi 
Universities I other institutions in remote areas. Is 
under consideration. 

18.8 Paper Clipping Service 

Paper clipping service and subject-wise files of 
paper clippings are maintained in Headquarters Refer¬ 
ence Library. 

18.9 Documentation Centre 

Presently we are making available copies of vari¬ 
ous judgements and notifications to our readers on 
nominal parent. It is proposed to upgrade this 
facility by having i documentation service so that 
information could be supplied to memberslorganisa- 
tions with source material. 

18.10 Career Counselling 

To give a fillip to university liaison and create 
general awareness about the company secretaryship 
course in the universities and afiiliated colleges, the 
Institute launched career counsellinc programmes 
vigorously during the year. The Directorates of 
Studies and Students Services were specifically assig¬ 
ned the job and a number of outsta'ion career 
counselling programmes were undertaken. Exhibi¬ 
tion material, charts and posters depicting the use- 
hilness of the company secretaryship course were 
prepared and made use of in 'he programmes organi¬ 
sed from time to time. The Institute also participated 
in *he five-day ‘Career and Courses’ exhibition for 
I990’s organised at Bombay in December 1988. The 
Regional Councils and Chapters took keen interest in 
making these programmes a success. Full advantage 
Was taken of the courtesy extended by the Door- 
darshan by including 'wo programmes during the 
year, wherein an effort was made to propagate and 
project the image of the profession and to provide 
career guidance. 

1811 University Liaison 

Efforts were continued to impress upon the univer¬ 
sities to start Bachdtjris degree in corporate secretary¬ 
ship or ari optional stream in corporate secre'ary- 
ship comprising of three paper, in the existing B.Com. 
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degree course. The proposal is under conudeiation 
of some of the universities. 

18.12 Recognition by Universities 

During the year under report, recognition to the 
membership of the Institute as equivalent to a Post- 
Graduate degree for the purposes of pursuing Ph.D. 
has been secured from Shivaji University Uni¬ 
versity of Bombay. Tlie lota, recognitions secured 
so far are given in Part III of Appendix ‘E’ to the 
Report. 

18.13 Establishment of Oral Tuition Centres in colla¬

19 Examinations 

During the year, the Institute conducted two 
examinations in June and December in 36 and 37 
centres respecting spreed aU over India and one 
centre abroad in Abu Dhabi. Commencing from 
December, 1988 sesdon, examination centre a' Udai¬ 
pur was rc-estabiished. The Intermediate and F'nal 
examinations were concurrently held under old and 
new syllabi. In June 1988 examination, 629 and 
426 candidates and m December 1988 examination, 
605 and 398 candidates completed the In'ermediate 
and Final examinations respectively. A statement 
showing the number of candidates appeared and 
declared successful in ihe June 1988 and December 
1988 examinations is given as Appendix ‘G’ to the 
Report. 

20 All India Prize Awards 
20.1 Award Winners 

Sarvashri Shyamak Rarpayar Tata and T. A. Ram- 
kumar from Western Region won the President’s 
Gold Medal for exhibitmg brilliant perfo’-mance in 
the Final examinations held in June 1988 and 
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December 1988 respectively. Sarvashri Sanjay J. 
Shah and Pramod Bajranglal Kedjaj again from the 
Western Region, were tlic winners of the President’s 
Silver Medal for their meritorious performance in the 
Intermediate examinations held in June 1988 and 
December 1988 respectively. 

20-2 Distribution of Awards 

The All-India prize awards were distributed to the 
prize winners at Bangalore on 2 March, 1989 at the 
inaugural function of the 17th National Convention 
of Company Secretaries, by the hands of the Chief 
Guest, Shri G, N. Mehra, Secretary, Departments of 
Public Enterprises and Company Affairs, New Delhi. 

20.3 Pt. Nehru Birth Centenary Annual Award 

To mark celebration of the Pt. Jawaharlal Nehru’s 
Birth Centenary and 40th year of India’s Indepen¬ 
dence, the Institute established a few more prize 
schemes, including two prizes exclusively for lady 
candidates for their overall best performance in the 
Intermediate and Final examinations. For the first 
time, the newly constituted Pt. Nehru Birth Centenary 
Annual Award was given to Shrl Ajay Agarwal of 
Calcutta at the National Convention. 

20.4 Regional Prize Awards 

The regional prize awards instituted by the Regional 
Councils were distributed to the students concerned 
at functions organised by the respective Regional 
Councils, 

21 Scholarships and Financial Assistance to students 

Pursuant to the existing Merit Scholar¬ 
ship Scheme scholarships were given to ten 
students each, as found eligible, for June 
1988 and December 1988 sessions, Simi¬ 
larly, financial asshtance under the Meiit-cum- 
Means Assistance Scheme was granted to two and 
seven canriidatcs, ac found eligible, for December 
1987 and June 1988 exaihinatlons respectively. 

22 Merit Certificates 

With a view to recognising merit and to encourage 
.students to perform well in the examination, merit 
certificates were awarded to students who secured 
first ten ranks in the Tntermejdiate and Final exami¬ 
nations held under the old and new syllabi in June 
and December 1988.

Thirtyfive more practising company 
secretaries were permitted to irnpart apprenticeship 
training. The practising company secretaries are now 
required to pay an increased stipend of atleast 
Rs. 500 per month to each apprentice undergoing 
training on a whole-time basis and at Rs. 250 per 
month for part-time apprenticeship. The position re¬ 
garding the total number of companies and practising 
compahy secretaries empanelled, and the number of 
students sponsored for undergoing various training 
is given below :

During the year there were a record number of 
companies imparting training and the number of 
students undergoing training was , also all-time high. 
Eftorts will continue to increase the number of com¬ 
panies agreeing to impart management training to 
our students. 

24.2 Monitoring of Practical]Management Training 

To ensure that training imparted is kept in con¬ 
st nance with the time, meets the aspirations of stu¬ 
dents, renders requisite assistance to the management 
of the companies and does not become obsolete, 
there is a paramount need to maintain rapport and 
link between the students undergoing management] 
practical training and our rnembirs and the com¬ 
panies imparting training. An attempt i.s therefore 
being made to maintain a panel of our members as 
itudents’ guides in all important cities, to monitor 
the training of students. It is proposed to attach every 
student sponsored for training to a member in the 
panel as guide. The trainee would be advised to meet 
the guide at regular intervals and interact with him] 
h“r on various areas covered in training to generally 
clarify the doubts, if any, and to seek guidance on 
professional matters. In addition, training officers may 
be provided in each regional office in due course. 

24.3 Secretarial Modular Training Programmes 

During the year under renort, 18 Secretarial 
Modular Training Programmes were held—one by 
Headquarteds, four by FIRC, three each by NIRC, 
SIRC & EIRC and one each by Pune. Ahmedabad, 
Bangalore and Jaipur Chapters—attended by 649 
Students. So far a total of 36 Secretarial Modular 
Training Programmes have been conducted and over 
1385 participants have attend’d and successfully 
completed the programmes. By and large the pro¬ 
grammes v.cre found useful by students and the 
niain thrust of having interaction with seniors in the 
profession and exposure to practical aspects, could 
be achieved. 
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24.4 Training Methodology and Teaching Aids 

With a view to enhance fmther the effectiveness 
and efficacy of the Secretarial Modular Training 
Programmes and to secure active involvement of the 
participants in the programmes, training techniques 
like case studies,' simulated exercises, role play etc., 
are increasingly being introduced. Stress is also laid 
on the use of audiolvisual aids during the training 
programmes. The Institute has accordingly acquired 
a few video film s and the Regional Councils have 
been provided with overhead projectori to facilitate 
visual display through transpareucies. 

ACCOUNTS AND AUDIT 
25 Publication of Accounts 

25.1 in accordance with sub-section (5) of sec¬ 
tion 18 of the Company Secretaries Act. 1980, the 
audited accounts for the year endea 31 March, 1989 
have been published alongwith the auditors’ report 
thereon and attached to the Council’s Report. 

25.2 Income & Expenditure 

The financial results for the year exhibit a surplus 
of income over expenditure to the extent of 
Rs. 1341672 as compared to a deheit of'Rs. 371237 
for the previous year. The surplus is largely due to 
increase in income from student registration, revision 
of membership fees, sale of publications and ad- 
-vertisements for ‘Chajtereid Secretary’ and economy 
in expenditure without dilution in the quality of 
services rendered. 'Phus, the review undertaken by 
tlie Council during last year has brought fruitful 
lesults. 

25.3 Capitalisation of fee 

As per the existing practice a sum ct Rs. 188100 
being the entrance fees received from Associates and 
Fellows has been capitalised. The Capital Reserve 
at the end of the year stood at Rs. 2037025. 

25.4 Building Reserve 

Aa per current practice, a sum of Rs, 258669 on 
account of interest accrued on fixed deposits ear¬ 
marked for Building Fund has been appropriated 
directly to the Building Reserve Account. The capi¬ 
tal payments to the tun^ of Rs. 20577 towards part 
of the cost of building of Central Office and also 
of Baroda Chapter have been transferred to General 
Reserve, from Building Reserve. The Building 
Reserve shows a total of Rs. 2496332 as compared 
to the previous year’s total of Rs. 2258240. 


25.5 Genefal Reserve 

The General Reserve which stood at Rs. 14273955 
at the end of the last year now shows an increased 
figure at Rs. 15636204 with the addition of surplus 
of income over expenditure of Rs. 1341672 and 
transfer of Rs. 20577 from Building Reserve as indi- 
.cated in paras 25.2 and 25.4.

28 Company Secretaries Benevolent Fund 

The Company Secretaries Benevolent Fund regis¬ 
tered as a Society by the Council in 1976 lias now 
a strength of 783 life members and 76 ordinary 
members as on 31 March, 1989. The Bye-laws of 
the Fund have been amended during me year delet¬ 
ing ordmary membership and i^v,smg the life mem¬ 
bership subscription from Rs. 25u to Rs. 500 with 
effect from 1 September, i9u9. Tiie reserves and 
surplus of the Fund amounied to Rs. 4.78 lakhs as 
on 31 March, 1989. The Council iias decided to 
donate a sum of Rs. 10,006 from the surplus of the 
last National Convention of the Institute to the 
Capital Fund of the Society as per past practice. 

29 Employees Welfare 

The Council of the Institute is always according 
priority to employees’ weffar© activities so as to 
sustain and boost the morale of employees. The 
Council in the past had encouraged its employees 
to take initiative to form Employees’ Qub, Em¬ 
ployees’ Co-operative Thrift & Credit Society, Em¬ 
ployees’ Benevolent Fund and Employees’ Gi'oup 
Housing Society. Grants are regularly given to Em¬ 
ployees’ Club and Employees’ Benevolent Fund. ‘The 
COMPSE Cooperative Group Housing Society Ltd.’ 
(Rcgd.) formed in the year 1980, was given financial 
assistance by way of loan by the Council to obtain 
a plot of land from the DDA admeasuring 1.283 
acres for construction of dwelling units at fatparganj 
(Chilla) Delhi.
